It is with mixed feelings that we read the foarth report of the 
- 1», Executive Committees of the National Relief Fand, which we publish- 
_ ed in our issae of yesterday, for, in certain aspects, it makes ploarant 
reading, but in others it generatesa messute of disssppointment. 
All will remember that this Fond at the outbreak of the war, under 
the presidency of the Prince of Wales, received the heartiest sapport, 
both here and at. Home, of those’ who were anxious “to alleviate 
suffering caused by the war’—that was bow the official appeal was 
worded, The hagesum of money subscribed was certainly an eloquent 
reflex of the desire of ell classes to be of sesistence to their loss 

. fortanate brethren io the hard times which were expected to follow 
the outbreak of hostilities. Up to the end of September last, close 
upon six millions eterling. had been eabscribed, bat, as subsequent 
events proved, there was nothing Jiks the degree of distress felt 
that wasanticipsted, and a very large bslanoo is etillin hand to meet 
any contingency that may arise. Less than halfa million pounds 
have, in fot, been distributed in civil relief, This ie one of the most 
gratifying features of the report, for it shows that the workers of the 
eonntry have soffered no real distress throughout the two and a half 
ears of war. Everyone recoguiees thet a large percentage of the 
Increseed earnings wince the war bas been swallowed ap in the 

: higher cost of living, and that the lot of the worker has been more 
strenuous, bet the fact thet there have been no gréat bardebips to 
bear, apart, of course, from the loss of the flower of our manhood, 
should give rise to feslings of thenkfalness when we compare the 
facts with the eofferinge that have been endured by other 

combatants. . " : 

Bat the disappointment in the report lies in the fact that nearly 

three million: pounds heve been epent in naval and military relief. 
Behind thia mero etatemect lies much that is deserving of 
strict enquiry. No-one gradgés relief to men of the services 
but one imstioctively resents the fact thet they are made 
the objects of ‘‘‘obarity". To quote from the report:— 
“Ginoa the beginning of the war the Soldiers’ and Ssilora’ 
‘Help Society, which acted as agents for the Committed in sdminis- 
tering relief-to discharged membera ol the forces, hag given mone- 
tary grants in over 102,000 cases. By September 30, 1916, 38,986. 

_ soldiers’ widows, 85,580 childrep, and 24,486 other dependenta bad 
been assisted by the Committee throagh the Royal Patriotic Fand 

. Oorporation, while the Naval csaes numbered 5,714 widowa, 10,435 
children, and 4,765 other dependents.” The widows and orpbane 
of our soldiers~-or at least a great many of thom—have been fed 
and clothed, einoe the lose of the breadwinners, on charity, and all 
those people who rightly feel that this work of maintaining the 
dependents of our dead herces should be managed and financed by 

a Gaversineatal department, aud be rao on official lines, haya oaus® 
to regret that the Home authorities hava not provided the machinery 
necessary for thisto be done, Much scandal has been caased by the 
mismanagemont of soldiere’ pensions, or rather by the laok of man- 
agement thereof, and we know that there is many 4 bitter complaint 

- becaase the powers-that-be have not soled in those two matters with 
thet thoroughness which the subject demands, The Pensions 
Aathority now seema to be getting to work with somothing like « 
show of understanding. It certainly is high time that cases of neval | 
and military distroas wore relisved by other than volantarily-given 
money—mopey that waa intended for civil applivation only. Long
